A University  of  Dubuque  tradition  since  1997, 
Christmas  on  the  Quad  is  a wondrous  celebration 
where  students,  faculty,  staff,  trustees, 
neighbors,  alumni,  and  friends  come  together  to 
begin  the  season  of  Advent  and  to  prepare  for 
the  coming  Christmas.As  darkness  descends 
upon  the  University  Quadrangle,  candles 
illuminate  the  path  to  Blades  Chapel.  Beautiful 
music  surrounds  us  as  we  hear  the  most  glorious 
story  on  earth  recalled  each  year  as  if  new. 

An  important  part  of  the  celebration  on  the  first 
evening  is  the  lighting  of  the  University  Christmas 
Tree  known  as  the  "Bruce  Spruce,”  named  for  J. 
Bruce  Meriwether,  former  Board  chair.  Interim 
President  1996-98,  and  the  initiator  of  Christmas 
on  the  Quad. 
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“Articulate,"  was  published  for  the  seventh  year  in 
a row  this  spring  semester.  UD  students 
submitted  their  visual  art  projects  and  creative 
writing  to  faculty  advisors  Lauren  Alleyne  in  the 
English  Department  and  Alan  Garfield  in 
Computer  Graphics. 

Professor  Lauren  Alleyne,  a published  poet  and 
LID'S  first  Poet  in  Residence,  is  excited  to  be 
taking  over  as  faculty  advisor  from  the  English 
Department.  “'Articulate'  is  a wonderful 
collaboration  between  these  two  vibrant  artistic 
departments  on  campus,”  she  said.  “It  is  a great 
opportunity  to  showcase  the  creativity  of  our 
students  here  at  UD.  I will  certainly  be 
encouraging  all  of  my  current  and  future  students 
to  submit.” 

“Producing  art  is  one  part  of  the  practice," 
Alleyne  explained,  “but  submitting  work,  and 
engaging  the  process  of  publication  is  another. 
Publishing  is  part  and  parcel  of  the  business  of 
writing,  and  I'm  happy  that  our  students  have  the 
opportunity  to  send  in  work,  deal  with  editors, 
and,  if  selected,  see  their  work  as  part  of  a 
finished  product.” 

Professor  Alan  Garfield  from  the  Computer 
Graphics  and  Interactive  Media  Department  has 
been  with  “Articulate”  from  the  beginning.  “It’s 
really  hard  to  imagine  that  it  has  been  seven 
years.  In  the  spring  of  2005,  I gathered  a group 
of  students  together  for  coffee  and  a chat.  My 
concern  was  that,  as  we  were  rowing  into  a fine 
liberal  arts  institution,  we  were  missing  an 
important  component:  a venue  for  student  art, 
poetry  and  prose. 

They  enthusiastically  agreed,  and  the  idea, 
though  not  the  name,  of  the  “Articulate”  was 
born.  We  have  published  it  every  year  since 
2005,”  he  noted.  Garfield  emphasized  the  fact 
that,  though  three  faculty  advisors  help  with  the 
publication  process,  the  journal's  content  is  in  the 
hands  of  a student-run  editorial  staff  and  is 
funded  by  Student  Government. 

“Articulate”  has  grown  in  recent  years  to  over  40 
pages  of  student  content,  half  for  the  graphic  arts 
and  half  to  the  literary.  Copies  of  the  Articulate 
can  be  found  in  Myers  Library.

The  University  of  Dubuque’s 
seventh  annual  spring  arts 
series  was  held  March  29  - 
April  30.  Featured  guests 
included  jazz  musician  Doreen 
Ketchens,  and  author  Nina 
Revoyr.  Readings,  concerts, 
and  lectures  were  part  of  this 
enjoyable  and  educational 
celebration  of  the  art  that  we 
find  in  everyday  life.  Events 
throughout  the  month 
highlighted  our  students  and 
faculty,  featuring  the 
University’s  own  actors,  artists, 
writers,  singers,  and  musicians. 

Events  throughout  the  month 
feature  involvement  by  both  the 
College  and  Seminary  faculty, 
staff,  and  students  including  a 
spring  choir  concert  at  St. 
Luke’s  Methodist  Church;  a 
joint  choir  concert  with  the 
Clarke  University  Choir  at  St. 
Raphael  Cathedral;  an 
American  Roots  Concert 
featuring  the  UD  Concert  Band, 

Jazz  Ensemble,  Bluegrass 
Group,  and  Gospel  Choir;  two 
student/faculty  art  exhibits  - The 
Edge  and  The  Word  Became 
Flesh,  Articulate,  a student  art 
and  literary  magazine;  gallery 
talks  by  UD  students  on  their 
original  artwork  and  literary 
creations;  and  the  Spring 
musical  Working. 
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The  Fine  and  Performing  Arts  Department 
presented  To  Be  Young,  Gifted  and  Black  on 
January  26,  27  and  28.  This  play  celebrates  the 
life  and  work  of  Lorraine  Hansberry  in  her  own 
words.  Her  first  play,  A Raisin  in  the  Sun  made 
her,  at  29,  the  youngest  American,  the  first 
woman,  and  the  only  black  playwright  ever  to 
win  the  New  York  Drama  Critics'  Circle  Award 
for  Best  Play  of  the  Year  (1959).  The  play  was 
woven  together  from  letters,  diaries,  notebooks 
and  portions  of  her  plays  by  Robert  Nemiroff,  her 
husband  and  literary  executor.  On  her  death  (of 
cancer  at  32)  Martin  Luther  King  observed:  "her 
commitment  of  spirit.. ..her  creative  ability  and 
her  profound  grasp  of  the  deep  social  issues 
confronting  the  world  will  remain  an  inspiration  to 
generations  yet  unborn". 

Selections  from  works  by  Lorraine  Hansberry  in 
this  production  include  A Raisin  in  the  Sun,  The 
Sign  in  Sidney  Brustein's  Window,  Les  Biancs, 
The  Movement,  The  Drinking  Gourd,  as  well  as 
her  letters,  essays  and  speeches. 

No  one  person  in  the  cast  plays  the  playwright, 
Lorraine  Hansberry.  Each  actor  portrays  several 
different  characters  from  her  many  different 
works  and  at  various  points  in  the  production, 
each  actor  plays  the  voice  of  the  playwright.

Her  work  has  been  awarded  prizes  such  as  the 
2010  Small  Axe  Literary  Prize,  a 2009  Dorothy 
Sargent  Rosenberg  Award,  the  Robert  Chasen

In  keeping  with  their  mission,  UD’s  PROUD 
members  participated  in  a National  Day  of 
Silence  held  on  April  1 5,  201 1 . According  to  the 
events  website,  www.dayofsilence.org,  this  is  a 
student-  led  event  that  brings  attention  to  anti- 
lesbian, gay,  bisexual  and  transgender  issues  in 
schools.  The  UD  community  was  part  of  the 
thousands  of  students  nationwide  to  participate  in 
this  event.  PROUD,  the  gay,  lesbian,  bisexual, 
transgender,  straight  ally  student  organization  at 
UD,  planned  and  organized  the  event  on 
campus.  They  enlisted  teaching  faculty  willing  to 
give  up  part  of  their  talking  time  in  class. 


Students  were  able  to  purchase  minutes  of  time 
from  the  participating  instructors.  The  in  class 
time  that  was  purchased  was  then  replaced  with 
silence  and  a power  point  explaining  the 
significance  and  what  it  was  meant  to  recognize. 
In  total,  nine  professors  participated  in  the  event, 
and  the  group  plans  to  participate  next  year  as 
well.

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At  the  time  this  article  was  written,  the  death  toll  in  Japan  from  the  devastating  March  11 
earthquake  and  following  tsunami  ranged  from  11,000  to  18,000  people,  vague  due  to  the 
amount  of  people  still  missing  from  these  catastrophic  events.  This  tragedy  occurred  during 
spring  break  week  for  UD,  yet  students  were  quick  to  react. 


At  the  urging  of  ASU  member  and  MBA  student  Rei  Kamimura,  who  is  Japanese,  ASU  was 
already  planning  a fundraiser  for  the  victims  New  Zealand's  February  quake.  When  tragedy  hit 
the  people  of  Japan,  their  efforts  intensified.  President  Peter  Zheng,  an  MBA  student,  spoke 
about  the  importance  of  coming  together  during  hard  times.  He  said,  “We  live  in  one  world.  We 
are  all  standing  on  the  same  ground,  with  the  same  sky  above  us.  If  one  country  or  group 
experiences  a serious  disaster,  we  have  to  help  people  because  it's  the  human  thing  to  do.  It's 
up  to  people  from  all  over  the  world  to  come  together  and  help.  It's  not  just  about  money;  we 
want  to  donate  our  love." 


Kamimura  has  been  touched  by  the  amount  of  consideration  from  the  UD  community.  Tve 
been  stopped  daily  by  people  asking  me  if  my  family  and  friends  are  OK.  It's  meant  the  world, 
and  I’m  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  say  that  they  have  not  been  harmed  by  the  earthquake  or 
tsunami.”

The  University  of  Dubuque  Women  in  Aviation  Chapter 
is  a co-ed  organization  branched  from  the  International 
Organization  founded  in  1990.  Every  year  Women  in 
Aviation  International  provides  the  opportunity  for  men 
and  women  to  network,  learn,  and  receive  scholarships 
from  different  companies  and  organizations. 

The  University  of  Dubuque  chapter  works  to  create  this 
networking  program  on  a smaller  level  for  the  student 
body.  This  chapter  is  involved  in  community  service 
events  and  trips  to  gain  knowledge  of  the  Aviation 
industry. 

Throughout  the  year  the  UD  WAI  Chapter  held  several 
events.  One  community  service  event  helped  two  local 
Girl  Scout  troops  gain  their  mathematics  based  badges. 
The  chapter  set  up  paper  airplane  contests,  pin-the-prop- 
on-the-airplane  games,  and  gave  the  Scouts  a chance  to 
experience  how  one  of  the  UD  Cessna  172SP  aircraft 
works.  The  second  event  held  by  the  chapter  was  for  the 
entire  UD  student  body.  The  Tri  State  Modeler  Group 
came  to  the  University  to  display  and  share  their  hobby 
of  remote  control  aircraft.  They  brought  10  aircraft  to 
the  McCormick  gym  and  allowed  students  to  learn  how 
to  operate  the  machines. 

The  large  trip  each  year  is  the  Women  in  Aviation 
International  Conference.  The  annual  conference  for  the 
year  of  2011  was  held  in  Reno,  NV.  The  conference 
held  seminars,  workshops,  and  mock  job  interviews  to 
help  the  co-ed  audience  grow  within  the  aviation 
industry.  The  conference  is  a tool  for  both  men  and 
women  to  network  and  meet  with  various  companies 
and  potential  employers. 
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The  Academic  Success  Center  had  a very 
exciting  academic  year  in  2010-2011.  The 
Center  was  awarded  the  TRiO/Student  Support 
Services  (SSS)  grant.  This  program  provides 
holistic  support  for  qualifying  students,  including 
specialty  tutors,  supplemental  personalized 
advising,  and  scholarship  opportunities. 

The  addition  of  new  peer  and  professional  tutors 
add  to  the  varied  ways  in  which  the  ASC  can 
help  students  at  the  University  of  Dubuque. 
Sen/ices  offered  are  individual  and  small  group 
tutoring,  writing  center,  math  labs,  athletic  study 
tables,  disability  accommodations,  bridge 
learning  lab,  second  language  support  and 
student  support  sen/ices.  The  warm  and 
welcoming  center  is  there  to  help  every  student, 
every  step  of  the  way,  to  offer  the  support 
needed  to  succeed!

The  Wendt  Center  continued  to  be  quite  active 
during  the  2010-201 1 year.  One  of  the  highlights 
was  a visit  to  campus  by  Dr.  Noah  Pickus  from 
the  Kenan  Center  for  Ethics  at  Duke  University. 

He  was  with  us  for  two  days  and  spoke  to 
several  student  groups.  His  visit  ended  with  an 
evening  lecture  on  Ethical  Leadership.  Dr.  Picus 
spoke  to  a packed  Blades  Chapel  and  his  ideas 
were  provocative  and  stimulated  some  lively 
discussion. 

The  Wendt  Center  was  able  to  support  a number 
of  activities  for  students.  Such  as  a trip  to  Atlanta 
by  BSU,  a visit  to  Memphis  as  a part  of  the 
Music  of  the  60’s  Counterculture  course  led  by 
professors  Barland  and  Coquilette  and  a trip  to 
Chinatown  in  Chicago  led  by  Professor  Paries. 

In  March  the  Wendt  Center  hosted  a group  of 
100  area  high  schools  juniors  on  campus  for 
Character  Day.  These  students  are  selected  by 
the  Dubuque  Area  Youth  Leadership  Council 
and  represent  all  of  the  area  high  schools. 
During  the  day  they  met  with  mentors  from  the 
Wendt  Character  Scholars  Program  and 
explored  their  values  and  how  they  interacted 
with  a variety  of  ethical  and  moral  issues. 

The  Wendt  Character  Scholars  Program 
involves  sixty-five  UD  students  from  all  majors 
and  years.  We  meet  for  ten  weeks  of  each 
semester.  The  fall  semester  thinking  and 
discussing  the  idea  of  Gratitude.  In  the  spring  we 
considered  the  subject  of  Integrity.  The  highlight 
of  this  part  of  our  programming  was  the  creating 
of  Gratitude  Week  in  the  fall. 

The  year  was  capped  off  in  May  with  a service 
trip  to  Marsh  Harbour,  Abaco,  Bahamas  where 
the  team  served  at  a school  for  special  needs 
children  for  two  weeks.  This  group  of  UD 
students  was  completely  immersed  in  the 
activities  of  the  school. 

Altogether  the  Wendt  center  had  a very 
successful  and  fulfilling  year. 
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On  Jan.  8.  University  of  Dubuque  students, 
faculty  and  one  trustee,  traveled  2,500  miles  to 
the  People's  Republic  of  China.  The  trip  was  part 
a J-Term  course  which  consisted  of  two  classes. 
Literature  and  Culture  of  China,  led  by  Dr. 
Nathan  Paries  and  Economic  Policy  of  Modem 
China,  led  by  Dr.  Eric  Munshower.  The  week- 
long  in-class  work  was  a crash  course  in 
Chinese  history  and  politics,  and  helped  prepare 
students  for  the  trip  abroad.  Senior  computer 
graphics  major  Mark  Neyens  said,  ‘'we  learned  a 
lot  in  the  classroom,  but  nothing  prepares  you  for 
the  knowledge  you  gain  from  actually  interacting 
with  the  locals  and  experiencing  cultural 
differences  firsthand.”  Some  of  these  cultural 
differences  included  eating  foods  that  range  from 
the  tame  to  the  bizarre.  How  bizarre?  The  more 
adventurous  eaters  tried  donkey,  ox  tongue, 
skewered  baby  chickens  and  fermented  tofu. 
Along  with  these  treats,  students  munched  on 
delicious,  traditional  Chinese  food,  which  senior 
computer  graphics  major  Andrew  Pierson  called, 
"much  better  than  American  Chinese  food.  Ifs 
not  even  comparable.  Ifs  fresher  and  not  loaded 
with  salt  and  sugar.  You  don't  hate  yourself 
afterwards.” 

The  group,  18  total,  started  their  cultural  and 
culinary  journey  in  the  country’s  capital,  Beijing. 
There  the  group  frequently  used  the  subway  to 
cross  the  city  to  famous  and  culturally  significant 
sites  such  as  Tiananmen  Square,  the  Forbidden 
City,  Chairman  Mao’s  Mausoleum,  the  Temple  of 
Heaven,  and  the  Beijing  National  Stadium,  or 
Bird’s  Nest,  home  of  the  2008  Summer 
Olympics.  "One  of  the  best  activities  was  walking 
the  Great  Wall  of  China,”  added  Neyens.  “I  was 
blown  away  seeing  parts  of  the  wall  throughout 
the  mountains  on  the  bus  drive.”  The  two 
teachers  kept  the  students  busy  with  activities 
that  included  a trip  to  the  opera,  a Chinese 
acrobatics  show,  a trip  to  the  US  Embassy  and 
an  afternoon  sipping  tea  while  watching  a variety 
of  performances  at  the  famous  Lao  She 
Teahouse. 

After  Beijing,  the  travelers  flew  to  sunny  Hong 
Kong.  The  group  stayed  in  the  Kowloon  district, 
at  the  tip  of  the  mainland,  in  a hotel  which  had  a 
view  of  Hong  Kong  Island  and  the  skyline  light 
show.  This  part  of  the  trip  offered  a glimpse  of  a 
fishing  village  along  the  Aberdeen  Harbor, 


introduced  students  to  the  Buddhist  lifestyle  at 
the  site  of  the  world’s  largest,  outside  sitting 
Buddha  statue,  and  allowed  the  participants  to 
get  creative  with  free  time,  partly  because  more 
people  spoke  English  than  in  Beijing.  During  the 
free  day,  the  group  split  up  into  smaller  units 
and  explored  different  parts  of  the  city;  some 
went  for  hikes  along  the  mountain,  some 
shopped,  some  took  a ferry  to  nearby  Macau, 
and  others  went  to  the  nearby  amusement 
parks. 

“We  had  a great  time  seeing  the  sights— you 
can’t  take  students  to  China  and  not  walk  the 
Great  Wall,”  Dr.  Paries  said,  explaining  the 
blend  of  academic  work  and  travel  that  these 
courses  deliver,  “but  the  students  were 
constantly  engaging  with  the  literature  of  the 
places  we  visited  and  with  comparative  cultural 
issues.  The  price  of  freedom,  for  example;  the 
students  couldn’t  get  on  Pacebook  in  Beijing, 
and  they  couldn’t  Google  ‘Tiananmen 
massacre,’  but  boy  were  the  subways  clean, 
and  everyone  commented  on  how  safe  they  felt 
walking  through  the  old  Chinese  alleys  at  night. 
There’s  some  connection  between  that 

efficiency  and  sense  of  security  and  the  fact  that 
Nobel  Peace  Prize  winning  Chinese  dissident 
Liu  Xiaobo  is  sitting  in  prison.  What  are  we 
supposed  to  do  with  that?” 


The  successful  trip  was  the  first  UD  student  trip 
to  China,  and  both  Paries  and  Munshower  hope 
to  return  with  students  in  the  near  future.

On  Friday,  May  6,  2011  the  University  of  Dubuque  isfji^ly  broke 
ground  for  the  Performing  Arts  and  Campus  Center.  The  ceremony 
took  place  at  4:00  p.m.  near  the  current  Bennett/Grace  Street  parking 
lot. 

After  years  of  visioning,  planning,  and  preparation,  the  University  is 
about  to  unveil  a new  Performing  Arts  and  Campus  Center  to  further 
our  Mission  and  Vision  of  developing  well-rounded,  informed,  and 
culturally-literate  students.  The  new  facility  will  be  central  to  the 
University  of  Dubuque  campus,  and  will  provide  a multitude  of  venues 
to  serve  students,  faculty,  staff,  and  the  public.  Art  by  Osmosis  is  the 
overarching  theme  of  the  new  building,  inviting  people  of  all  walks  to 
happen  upon  Art  in  its  myriad  forms,  intentionally  and  accidentally,  as 
they  visit  the  new  center  for  their  work,  study,  recreation,  and 
entertainment. 


Plans  are  for  the  building  to  open  in  the  Fall  of  2012 
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The  University  of  Dubuque  Concert  Choir, 
directed  by  Dr.  Charles  Barland  and 
accompanied  by  Nancy  Woodin  is  very 
active  throughout  the  school  year.  The 
group  is  made  up  of  many  diverse  majors 
ranging  from  Computer  Graphics  and 
Interactive  Media  (CGIM)  to  Biology  to 
Education,  and  many  others  majors  in 
between.

The  choir  is 
anticipating  the  new  Fine  and  Performing 
Arts  Center  that  looms  in  the  future  for 
this  growing  program! 
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riic  University  of  Dubuque  Band  is  a student  organization 
under  the  leadership  of  UD  Band  president  Larry  White,  a 
2011  graduating  senior,  and  UD  Professor  and  Director  of 
Instrumental  Music  Dr.  James  Sherry.  In  2010-201 1,  the  UD 
Band  presented  over  eighty  performances  throughout  the  Tri- 
State  region,  including  concerts  at  the  historic  Five  Flags 
Theatre,  the  Dubuque  Town  Clock  Center,  the  IBM  Roshek 
Building,  the  Dubuque  Community  Schools,  the  Ohnward 
Center  in  Maquoketa,  St.  Ambrose  University  in  Davenport, 
and  numerous  on-campus  appearances.  The  UD  Band  hosted 
the  Halloween  Musical  Spooktacular:  Alice  in  Oz  - in  Color, 
With  Ninjas  and  presented  holiday  cheer  for  the  opening 
ceremony  at  the  Dubuque  Festival  of  Trees.  The  Spring  201 1 
Concert,  American  Roots:  Down  from  the  Mountaintop,  Up 
from  the  Delta,  involved  over  100  musicians  from  the  UD 
Band,  Jazz  Ensemble,  Bluegrass  Ensemble,  narrators  and  UD 
Gospel  Choir,  directed  by  Professor  Amy  Ressler.  The  UD 
Band  combined  with  musicians  from  Clarke  University  for  a 
stirring  Veteran’s  Day  Concert,  participated  in  the  4th 
Annual  Great  River  Collegiate  Wind  Symphony  and  on  other 
occasions  partnered  with  civic  organizations  such  as  the 
Dubuque  Arts  Council,  Dubuque  Main  Street,  and  several 
local  colleges. 

As  part  of  their  2011  Service  Learning  initiative  the  UD 
Band  participated  in  fund  raisers  and  benefits  for  the 
Dubuque  Multicultural  Family  Center,  Mercy  Hospital, 
Camp  Albrecht  Acres  (serving  the  special  needs 
community).  Sisters  of  Charity  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary, 
and  the  American  Red  Cross.

They  hosted  their  6th  Annual  Jazz  Workshop, 
involving  local  jazz  students  and  made  dozens  of  other 
appearances  on  and  off  campus,  including  the  Dubuque 
Country  Club,  the  Julien  Inn,  the  Bank  Restaurant,  Groovy 
Grounds  in  Dyersville,  the  Cornerstone  in  Galena,  and  the 
UD  International  Fair,  Christmas  on  the  Quad  and  the  UD 
Mardi  Gras  Celebration. 

Other  highly  visible  ensembles  from  the  UD  Band  program 
included  MICE  (Multimedia  Computer  Improvisation 
Ensemble),  directed  by  UD  Jazz  Instructor  Bill  Encke,  the 
UD  Bluegrass  Group,  directed  by  Professor  Alan  Crandall, 
Latin  Jazz  Ensemble,  Rock  Band,  and  pit  orchestra  for  the 
UD  musical.  An  enthusiastic  UD  Pep  Band  and  Drumline 
performed  at  home  football  games  as  well  as  pep  rallies  and 
the  2010  Homecoming  Parade.

38  Members  of  the  UD  concert  choir  went  on 
tour  shortly  after  Commencement  this  May  on  a 
10-day  whirlwind  tour  spreading  the  music  of 
Beauty  and  Wonder,  this  year’s  concert  tour 
theme,  to  ten  different  locations. 

The  University  of  Dubuque  Concert  Choir  has 
performed  concerts  in  34  states  and  Puerto  Rico 
over  the  past  seven  years.  This  year’s  tour  ran 
from  May  16-26,  2011,  traveling  through  the 
Rocky  Mountains  to  the  Pacific  coast,  and 
performed  concerts  in  Iowa,  Nebraska, 
Colorado,  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  California, 
Oregon,  and  Washington. 

Accompanying  the  choir  were  Dr.  Charles 
Barland,  conductor  and  Ms.  Nancy  Woodin, 
accompanist.  A special  thanks  to  Steve  Woit  for 
his  remarkable  photography! 
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Four  key  ingredients  of  a weeklong  J-term 
adventure  in  Europe  with  professor  Alan  Garfield 
and  professor  Mary  Pregler-Belmont:  22  sets  of 
luggage.  22  boarding  passes,  22  University  of 
Dubuque  students  and  22  passports.  The  group 
left  campus  on  January  11  to  Madrid  with  a 
connecting  flight  in  Paris.  Upon  arrival  in  Madrid, 
Spain,  we  immediately  immersed  ourselves  in 
Spanish  culture. 

Students  spent  a few  hours  walking  around 
Madrid  to  areas  like  the  Plaza  Mayor  and  the 
Puerta  del  Sol,  which  had  a mariachi  band 
playing.  The  group  ventured  to  two  famous 
museums  in  Madrid:  the  Prado  and  Reina  Sofia, 
which  held  famous  works  of  art  by  Goya, 
Velasquez,  Dali  and  Picasso.  The  group  was 
astonished  by  the  modem  feel  in  Madrid,  and  we 
wanted  to  experience  a more  traditional  Spain. 
The  day  trip  to  Toledo  was  just  what  they 
needed.  The  tour  of  the  walled,  medieval  city 
provided  us  with  a glimpse  of  what  life  in  Spain 
was  like  in  the  ninth  century.  After  four  days  of 
exploring  Madrid  it  was  time  to  say  “adios"  and 
venture  on  to  Paris,  France. 

We  arrived  in  Paris  the  evening  of  Jan.  15, 
where  we  had  a group  meal  before  walking 
around  Paris.  The  first  stop  on  the  night  tour  was 
the  Arc  de  Triomphe  - perfect  for  stopping  to 
take  both  individual  and  group  pictures.  Even 
though  we  were  tired  we  followed  Garfield  and 
Pregler-Belmont,  trusting  they  would  be  leading 
us  to  something  fantastic.  Indeed,  we  were  not 
disappointed  after  turning  a comer  to  see  the 
Eiffel  Tower  lit  up  and  sparkling.  Ashley  Bliznick, 
a junior  criminal  justice  major,  said,  "It  was 
breathtaking  to  actually  be  there.  I never  thought 
I would  get  the  chance,  and  it  was  amazing  to 
see." 

The  next  morning  we  attended  morning  mass  at 
Notre  Dame,  followed  by  a day  of  art  at  the 
Louvre.  We  were  eager  to  see  the  "Mona  Lisa". 


We  then  went  to  see  the  Palace  of  Versailles  to 
tour  the  king’s  living  quarters,  as  well  as  the  hall 
of  mirrors  and  gardens. 

On  the  last  full  day  in  Paris,  we  went  to  the 
Eiffel  Tower  and  took  the  elevator  to  view  a 
panoramic  view  of  Paris.  We  also  went  to 
Fragonard,  a perfume  shop,  to  sample  the 
scents  of  France.  The  group  then  diverged  for 
free  time.  Some  walked  around  to  take  pictures, 
while  others  went  to  Notre  Dame  and  climbed 
the  nearly  400  steps  to  the  top  for  yet  another 
bird’s-eye  view  of  Paris.  The  top  of  Notre 
Dame  was  unique  because  it  allowed  for  a view 
of  the  famous  gargoyles  up  close.  Finally,  we 
went  to  Sacre  Couer  in  Montmartre,  and  stayed 
there  for  our  last  night  and  last  group  meal 
together.  After  exploring,  experiencing,  and 
immersing  ourselves  in  the  cultures  of  Spain 
and  France,  we  can  attest  to  what  Alan  Garfield 
said  to  us  before  departure  back  to  America: 
"This  week  you  have  all  done  something 
different.  You  have  done  something  that 
changed  your  life.” 
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On  March  9,  2011,  32  University  of  Dubuque 
students  and  staff  took  off  to  spend  spring  break 
in  Ireland.  The  group  spent  the  first  part  of  the 
trip  in  historic  Dublin.  The  international  city  is 
rich  in  culture  and  has  plenty  to  offer  for  fun. 

The  students  stayed  in  Abigail’s  Hostel,  located 
in  the  famous  Temple  Bar  area  of  Dublin,  which 
is  a walking  distance  away  from  Dublin’s  must- 
see  tourist  attractions,  trendy  restaurants,  and 
shops.  The  first  few  days  the  group  went  to 
Trinity  College,  the  Book  of  Kells,  the  National 
Museum,  Chester  Beatty  Museum,  Dublin 
Castle,  watched  an  Irish  play  at  the  Abbey 
Theatre,  visited  the  Dublin  Writers  Museum,  and 
took  a tour  of  the  Guinness  Brewery.  The  final 
day  in  Dublin  was  spent  going  to  mass  at  the 
famous  Anglican  Church,  St.  Patrick’s 
Cathedral.  Following  the  service,  the  students 
enjoyed  a night  of  Irish  dancing  and  took  final 
nighttime  walk  through  the  cobbled  streets  of 
Dublin. 

From  Dublin,  the  group  took  a coach  to  Donegal, 
stopping  for  an  hour  to  see  t he  medieval  round 
tower  and  the  ancient  Celtic  crosses  at 
Monasterboice. 


For  some,  the  highlight  of  the  trip  was  to 
experience  St.  Patrick’s  Day  in  Ireland.  Senior 
communication  major  Deidrah  Kennedy 
commented  on  the  differences  in  how  the  Irish 
celebrate  the  holiday  in  comparison  to 
Americans.  “In  Ireland,  St.  Patrick’s  Day  is  more 
of  a religious  celebration.  I’m  glad  we  went  and 
celebrated  the  holiday  as  the  Irish  do,  as  a 
religious  occasion.”  The  group  topped  off  the  trip 
by  celebrating  the  festivities  among  the  locals. 
Group  leader  and  GCIM  head  Alan  Garfield 
commented  on  the  once-in-a-lifetime 
experience.  He  said,  “One  o f the  most  unique 
features  of  this  trip  was  having  the  students 
march  in  the  St.  Patrick’s  Day  parade  in 
Gweedore.  What  stood  out  in  my  mind  about 
this  is  that  locals  lining  both  sides  of  the  street 
saw  our  sign  in  Irish  and  applauded  us.  The  sign 
was  actually  about  how  the  students  from  the 
University  of  Dubuque  in  the  U.S.A.  were  happy 
to  participate  in  the  parade,  so  really 
acknowledging  them.  I’ve  been  there  many 
times,  and  It’s  never  happened  before.  It  was 
just  great.” 
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The  University  of  Dubuque  football  team  spent  a 
part  of  their  off-season  traveling  abroad  and 
showcasing  American  Football  to  a young  group 
of  student-athletes  in  Italy.  The  Spartans 
traveled  with  43  student-athletes  and  every  one 
left  the  trip  with  a special  memory.  UD 
dominated  the  contest  over  the  Legio  Team  and 
led  at  halftime  56-0  en  route  to  an  83-0  victory. 

"It  was  a great  experience  in  many  ways," 
commented  head  coach  Stand  Zwiefel.  "It  was  a 
once  in  a lifetime  experience  for  our  players, 
where  can  you  go  play  American  Football  in 
Rome,  Italy  while  representing  the  United  States 
of  America?  All  43  of  our  student-athletes 
played  extensively  in  the  game.  It  gave  us  a 
chance  to  evaluate  our  young  players  and  see 
them  in  a different  context  as  we  learned  about 
Italy  and  its  history."

The  2010  season  began  with  high  expectations 
for  the  Spartan  football  team.  Injuries  made  it 
difficult  for  the  team  to  reach  its  full  potential. 
The  team’s  All-American  wide  receiver  Mike 
Zweifel  appeared  in  only  four  games,  and  was 
awarded  a medical  hardship  for  201 1 , giving  him 
one  more  year  of  eligibility.  Despite  playing  in 
less  than  half  of  the  team’s  games  he  was  still 
able  to  rack  up  512  receiving  yards;  good 
enough  for  second  on  the  team  behind  Demacus 
Fleming.  Fleming  led  the  team  with  52 
receptions,  7 TD’s  and  860  yards.  The  team’s 
starting  quarterback  Wyatt  Hanus  played  in 
seven  games  on  the  year,  but  still  put  up  some 
great  numbers.  He  threw  for  1 ,622  yards  on  the 
year,  for  an  average  of  232  yards  per  game. 
Hanus  also  led  the  team  in  TD  passes  with  eight. 
In  Hanus’  absence  Matthew  Levin  started  two 
games  throwing  for  578  yards  and  5 TD’s.  The 
final  game  of  the  season  was  started  by  Logan 
Kunzie  who  threw  for  26  yards  and  two 
interceptions  before  being  replaced  by  Levin. 
The  team’s  leading  rusher  Justin  Spaulding 
started  every  game,  he  scampered  for  900  yards 
and  seven  TD’s.  Overall  the  offense  came  in  5th 
in  the  conference  in  both  points  and  yards  per 
game.  The  defense  was  led  by  defensive  back 
Tony  Bailey  III  who  led  the  team  in  tackles  with 
76  and  tied  for  the  team  lead  in  interceptions 
with  two.  Not  far  behind  Bailey  was  Ryan 
Stodden  with  75  tackles.  David  Ingham  had  two 
interceptions  and  led  the  team  with  seven 
passes  deflected.  Sack  leader,  Albert  Hightower, 
led  the  team  with  six  and  tied  with  Stephen 
Vassalotti  for  the  team  lead  in  tackles  for  loss 
with  nine.  Vassalotti  added  four  sacks  and  40 
tackles  on  the  year.  Line  backer  Trevor  Runkle 
did  a bit  of  everything  for  the  Spartans  on  the 
year  he  had  65  tackles,  two  for  loss,  and  an 
interception  return  for  a touchdown.  Jajuan 
Burton  finished  his  senior  season  with  54  tackles 
and  an  interception  return 
for  a touchdown.

It  was  another  successful  year  for  the  women’s 
soccer  team  as  they  ended  the  year  11-8-2  overall 
and  6-2  in  conference  play.  The  season  ended  in  the 
semi-finals  of  the  conference  tournament  with  a 3-0 
loss  to  Wartburg,  after  winning  the  tournament  last 
season.  The  Spartans  had  six  players  earn  All- 
Conference  honors  including  an  MAC  leading  five 
first  team  All-Conference  members.  In  that  group 
were  keeper  Natalie  Baker,  defender  Sidney  Rangel, 
midfielder  Ashly  Hamilton,  forward  Sara  Fassbinder, 
and  forward  Alex  Watkins.  Midfielder  Emily  Azinger 
earned  Second-Team  honors.  Sidney  Rangel  also 
earned  NSCAA  third  team  All-Region.  A 6-0  win 
over  Central  in  the  season  finale  was  the  programs 
1(X)th  victory  .Watkins  led  the  team  with  12  goals  and 
27  points.  Ashly  Hamilton  was  second  on  the  team 
with  10  goals,  including  a team  leading  .323  shooting 
percentage.  Fassbinder  led  the  team  with  9 assists 
and  added  8 goals  to  give  her  a total  of  25  points  on 
the  year.  Azinger  added  2 goals  and  5 assists.  Baker 
started  every  game  in  goal  for  the  Spartans,  and 
played  in  all  but  20  minutes  on  the  season.  She  had 
107  saves  while  allowing  just  over  a goal  per  game. 
She  also  posted  seven  shut  outs  in  her  last  season 
as  a Spartan. 
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It  was  another  outstanding  year  for  the  men’s  soccer 
program.  The  team  earned  the  first  regular  season 
MAC  championship  in  the  programs  history.  It  was 
the  first  for  any  sport  at  UD  since  1995.  The  team 
also  set  a record  for  most  wins  in  a season  with  15 
and  at  one  point  made  it  to  third  in  the  regional  poll. 
Due  to  tie  breakers  the  team  entered  the  conference 
tournament  as  the  third  seed  and  faced  sixth  seeded 
Coe  College.  The  Spartans  defeated  the  Kohawks  by 
a score  of  2-1 . Nick  McDonald  scored  the  game 
winning  goal  in  the  86th  minute  to  send  UD  to  the 
second  round.  This  was  the  third  straight  season  the 
Spartans  reached  the  MAC  semi-finals.  They  lost  to 
eventual  tournament  champion  Loras  3-2.  Pablo 
Martinez  led  the  team  in  points  with  25;  including 
tying  for  the  team  lead  in  goals  with  9 and  leading  the 
team  in  assists  with  7.  McDonald  tied  Martinez  in 
goals  and  ended  up  second  on  the  team  in  total 
points.  Idrissa  Soumaoro  ended  the  year  third  in 
points,  with  15,  and  goals  with  6.  Sam  McKee  ended 
the  year  with  4 assists,  good  enough  for  second  on 
the  team.  Nicholas  Kasper  was  the  team’s  primary 
goaltender;  he  ended  the  season  with  47  saves.  As  a 
team  the  Spartans  only  gave  up  1 goal  per  game, 
while  scoring  2.60.  McDonald  was  named  Second- 
Team  All-Region,  and  Soumaoron  was  named  Third 
Team  All-Region.  Joining  them  on  the  First  Team  All- 
Conference  team  was  Ryan  Zurbuchen.  Martinez, 
Colin  Brice  and  Sam  McKee  were  each  named 
Second-Team  All-Conference.

The  Spartans  Golf  team  was  able  to  put 
together  a great  team  effort  on  the  final 
day  of  the  Iowa  Conference 
Championships  to  earn  a second  place 
finish  with  a team  score  of  1 ,259.  For 
their  efforts  three  Spartans  were  honored 
as  All-Conference.  Leading  the  way  was 
Eric  Wolfe,  who  won  a one  hole  playoff 
with  teammate  Martin  Odegard  for  fifth 
place  with  a score  of  31 1 . Rounding  out 
the  top  ten  was  Mitchell  Sobotta  with  a 
score  of  314.  The  second  place  finish 
was  the  Spartans  best  since  1993  when 
they  also  finished  second.  The  Spartans 
also  finished  second  the  Loras  Invite 
where  they  were  led  by  Chris  Kerr  in 
third  place  and  five  golfers  finishing  in 
the  top  14.

Lynn  Nehl 
posted  a score  of  426,  for  a 
finish  of  40th.  Lauren  Allen 
shot  a 442  and  Ashten 
Henningsen  scored  a 449 
putting  them  in  42nd  and  43rd 
respectively.  The  team  had 
two  seniors,  Nehl  and 
Henningsen,  but  five  freshman 
on  the  roster  who  are  ready  to 
take  their  place. 
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The  UD  women's  tennis  team  finished  the 
season  with  a 6-16  overall  record  and  a 
conference  record  of  2-6.  The  six  wins  set 
a school  record  for  the  women's  program. 
The  teams  two  conference  wins  came 
against  Loras  and  Buena  Vista  both  by  a 
score  of  5-4.  Nicole  Schmaltz  would  finish 
the  season  at  8-8  and  lead  the  Spartans  in 
wins.  Four  different  Spartans  played  the  #1 
role  throughout  the  year,  but  the  player  in 
that  position  most  often  was  Lindsay 
Bonnell,  who  finished  with  a record  of  5-14. 
Emma  Bridgett  also  competed  as  the 
team's  number  one  player;  she  ended  the 
year  with  a 4-12  record.  The  leading 
doubles  team  with  a record  of  6-9  was 
Lindsay  Bonnell  and  Lauren  Clausen. 
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The  Men’s  Tennis  team  finished  the  season  in 
fifth  place  in  the  MAC  with  a conference  record  of 
4-4.

Ahiden  posted  the  fastest  time  of  the 
season  finishing  at  29:46.0  while  competing 
at  the  UW-Oshkosh  Brooks  Cross  Country 
Invitational.  At  the  3K  Spartan  Opener  Nick 
Burgmeier  finished  in  16th  place.

The  Spartan  3(X)  quieted  the  hometown  Norse  fans  for  most  of 
the  night.  The  second  half  proved  to  he  deafening  with  both 
team's  loyal  supporters  maintaining  an  energetic  atmosphere.
